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WHAT WOULD LINCOLN SAY? 


In his speech on Lincoln Day to the Young Re- 
publican Club, Chairman Will H. Hays of the Nation- 
al Republican Committee asked, ‘“‘What would Lin- 
coln say today?” 

Mr. Hays declined to suggest what Lincoln would 
say, because it might be presumptuous to assume that 
one could think as Lincoln would think. But Lin- 
coln’s expression of his thought gives a clew to his 
attitude toward great questions concerning human so- 
ciety and government and the progress of mankind. 
We are justified in drawing conclusions as to what he 
would say from what he did say. In his Independence 
Hall address on Feb. 22, 1861, he said concerning the 
confederacy of colonies: 

I have often inquired of myself what great 
principle or idea it was that kept the confederacy 
so long together. It was not the mere matter of 
separation of the colonies from the motherland, 
but that sentiment in the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence which gave liberty not alone to the 
people of this country, but hope to all the world, 
for all future time. It was that which Gave 
promise that in due time the weights would be
